ANT PASTE KILLS 

FRUIT TREES ALSO 

Danger In Method of Fighting 
Certain Pests of 
Orchard 

The idea is becoming quite 
prevalent that the ants which in¬ 
fest many trees on which jcale 
and mealy bugs are located, are 
a means of spreading them, and 
preventing their destruction by 
predacious and parasitic insects. 
They have been frequently ob- 
seived driving away and Tilling 
the larvae ol' Lace Wing and Syr- 
phid Flies wh ch were feeding 
upon mealy bugs, and it has long 
1 been the opinion of entomolo- 

- gists that they aided in a greater 
’ or less degree, all the young 

- insects.

, periments has lately been ex- 

1 pended in killing the ants r pre¬ 
venting their ascent into the , 

trees. Various substances have , 

been used for this purpose, like < 
tanglefoot, arsenical ant pastes, ] 
and more lately of ant powder ; 
known as the Talbot Powder, and 
pended in killing the ants, pre- > 
portion of florasic acid. ] 

Dangerous Practice 
All these means are more or 
less effective, but we wish to 
sound a warning against using 
the arsenical paste; although 
very effective in attracting and 
killing the ants, it is also very 
apt to injure the tree if placed 
directly upon the bark. It 
should always be put upon a * 
band of impervious paper or * 
similar substances, which can 
then be fastened about the tree, 
with perhaps a band of cotton 
between it and the bark, to pre¬ 
vent the ants getting through 
inside the band. 

The tanglefoot, if kept fresh 
and given attention often enough 
so that the ants will not bridge 
it, also is quite effective, and the 
Talbot Powder promises excel¬ 


lent results, though it has oeen 
> used so short a time that we may 
not be fully informed about it. 
io apply it, take a strip of cotton 
batting, two inches wide and 
scatter the powder freely over 
! one side of it. Then put it about 
the tree, powder' out, and tie 
with a string near the lower edge 
of the band.

Some growers should be espe¬ 
cially careful irr using the •..rsenic 
paste, as a tree is too valuable 
to be injured even if the ants are :

EDITORIAL CHAT 


CITY NOT RESPONSIBLE FOR STORM WATER 

Fears and claims that Sierra Madre might someday be 
held legally responsible for the concentration of storm 
waters at given points by reason of advancing street im¬ 
provements are dispelled by a decision of Judge Taft in the 
Superior court this week. The San Gabriel Country Club 
brought suit for $72,000 damages alleged to have been sus¬ 
tained during the storm period of February, 1914. In that 
case, the damage was claimed not merely as a result of the 
paving of streets and construction of gutters, but r-om a 
large storm drain running through the east part of Pasa¬ 
dena and discharging just north of the country club grounds. 

The fact of the damage was not denied, but Judge Taft 
refused damages and denied an injunction against further 
maintenance of the storm drain. 

While the flow of water over the country club grounds 
may have been increased and accelerated, the court declared 
it was properly and reasonably to be expected with the de¬ 
velopment of the territory. 

The same sort of conditions exist in every footlud town. 
With the improvements of streets on the heights, owners of 
property below feel themselves to be the sufferers, simply 
because they have not taken steps to care for the storm 
water as it comes their way. Obviously, the remedy is for 
all to work together, from the mountains to the valley and 
from the valley to the sea, in taking care of the storm water. 

♦ * *

the fight over the sanitarium ordinance which its advent 
precipitated, and the resulting heartaches and the setback 
to the local spirit of unity and community enterprise. 
Doubtless adherents of both sides can yet find justification 
for their stand at the time, when the issue loomed so large. 
But if the finale brings out any lesson, it is the folly of get¬ 
ting so excited over local contentions that necessarily arise 
from time to time and should be settled sanely and in good 
spirit.
